RUSSIA DEFENDS ‘RIGHT 
TO ESTABLISH 12- MILE 
TERRITORIAL SEA LIMIT 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 12. 
HE note from Soviet 
Russia in reply to the Brit- 
ish protest against the seiz- 
ure of the trawler Jamés John- 
son was given out in textual form 
today by the ‘Rosta News 

Agency’s London office. 

The note, which is signed by 
Maxim Litvinoff, assistant So- 
viet Commissar for’ Foreign Af- 
fairs, maintaing that Russia has 
a legal right to establish the 12- 
mile’ zone of territorial waters, 
which the trawler was alleged 
to have violated. It asserts that 
Great Britain herself in practice 
in recognizes various zones ex- 
ceeding three miles, and declares 
that the principle of wider lim- 

is gaining ground in inter- 
national practice. instancing the 
establishment of a four-mile 
limit by all the Scandinavian 
countries. Fishing around Cey- 
lon, it adds, is protected by even 
wider zones. 

Litvinoff further declares that 

fishing along the Murman coast, 
where the James Johnson was 
seized, is the principal means of 
subsistence for the inhabitants 
of those districts, and that giv. 
ing permission for foreigners to 
fish within-12 miles of the coast 
would mean starvation of the lo- 
cal population. 
In summing up, the note in- 
sists that Russia is in nowise 
infringing international law by 
adopting the 12-mile limit, bur 
that she will not refuse to join 
in a conference of all the inter- 
ested states to draft interna- 
tional regulations binding upon 
all.

Was Not Present Secretary 
of Concern With Whom 
She Had Dealings.

NEW YORK, May 12.—Mrs. Myr- 
tle B. Hayes, former milliner, who is 
chargea4 with using “Charles M. 
Schwab's name in her financial plans, 
broke silence today long enough to 
repeat her attorney's assertion that 
she never had profited by her friend- 
ship with several prominent men and 
to deny the Worcester (Maas.) report 
that she had interested H. ©. Man- 
Ville, vice president and secretary of 
Johns-Manvilie, Inc, in a busiress 
venture. 
| “The only member of the Man- 
| Ville family with whom I was famil- 
‘far was Charles B. Manville, a foun4-| 
| or of the asbestos firm, whom I 
\served as secretary for several 
| months, " gaid Mrs. Hayes. “He 
| thought he needed a strong business 
head, so he employed me to ald in 
jroo a Massachusetts company. 
He is nearly 90 years o]4 and he tdid 
me he needed the assistance of a 
younger person. He hag retired from 
his old company.” 

It was a confusion of names in 
Worcester, Mass., that led to the 
statement that it was H. BB. Man- 
ville, insteaq of Charlies B. Manville, 
who had once been interested !n a 
financial venture with Mrs. Hayos. 
H. ©. Manville said today that he 
had neither met her nor had any 
business relations with her. ” 


Meeting With Manville. 

Mrs. Hayes readily admitted ‘hat 
Schwab was not the first man of «a- 
tional prominence with whom she 
had claimed acquaintanceship. 

“I was out of work at the Ban- 
croft Hotel, Worcester,.when Charles 
B. Manville arrived in town,” she 
said. “He was interested in a con- 
cern In New England and was at- 
tempting to finance the National 
Sales Machine Co. to sell one of its 
products. I met Manville and he 
asked me to help him, so I became 
his secretary.”’ 

She confirmed that she had spoken 
to a gathering of men, prominent 
financially and socially, at a busiriess 
dinner. 

“We didn’t sell any stock the 
but the machine was demonstrated t 
the guests,” she declared. “Please 
don’t believe I worked for the s5ld4 
man for selfish profit—I was there 
to help hi mout and to keep him 
from losing money. If Manville lost 
money in the venture, I do not know 
it.

“Furnishing” System Necessary 


The system of ‘‘furnishing,’’ the practice 
throughout the farming sections of the ‘South, is 
necessitated by the improvidence of the negroes, 
few of whom can be taught to lay by adequately 
against a day of meed. When the cotton and the 
corn are gathered and the cotton is divided at the 
gin and the corn, by wagonloads, in the fields, 
and payment is made for the summer’s ‘‘fur- 
nish.” the tenants, if the crops have been good, 
have enough to keep them until thie next crop, but 
their provision goes no further than laying in 
enough food for the winter, even if ther do that.

Usually there is something to be done on the 
big plantation and she sets them to work, not 
failing to remind them that she advised them last 
fall to keep pigs and otherwise provide for the 
winter's need and never failing to elicit profound 
admissions of fault. The pay is waiting when the 
day’s work is done and in that way, certainly the 
best way, she helps her darkies keep the wolf from

Those who know Trayis best believe whole- 
heartedly im his declaration that he did not 
join the foree with the intention of using his 
position te cover up crime. Ther are convinced 
that the innumerable temptations with which 
he came in contact fm the course of his rightly 
work simply proved too inviting for his un- 
stable will power to resist. Some are inclined 
to beileve that a physical injury ts the direct 
explanation of his moral turpitude. Severa! 
years ago, when Travis was employed in a ship- 
yard, he suffered a fracture of the skull in an 
accident. atid a portion of his brain was left 
exposed. Since that time he has worn a silver 
plate in his cranium. This, along with his crav-

Of course, while the mock chase was In prog- 
ress, Caves bad little trouble im driying his 
eargoe to the Travis heme ead unloading it. 
Caves now is under arrest aed facing « prisoa 
term along with Travis. 

After the affair at the trunk company Travis 
was assigned to the morals squad. toe devote his 
talents to tracing bootleggers, moonshiners and 
gamblers and ridding the city of women of the 
underworld. Those most familiar with the 
Police Department's affairs say that Travis’ 
partner, Detective William Drennan. did most 
of the work on assignments connected with this 
sort of activity, but in spite of that, Travis man- 
aged to make «a creditable showing. Even 
when, a little later, he began to fall under sus- 
picion because of his association with certain 
known bootleggers. Drennan was upable to 
make any complaint against him other than 
that Be was “lazy.” In the investigation of his 
activities that followed, he escaped because 
he was so well liked. His friends in the de-

mitted that he was “not right.”

In the attitude he has shown since 
his arrest, his friends are finding 
justification for the trust they placed 
in him in former years and throwing 
into his side of the scales the weight 
of their opinion that the cranial in- 
jury, was, after all; the cause of his 
strange conduct. They support this 
plea with accounts. of his service, 
which aside from thieving and 
moorishining operations was com- 
mendabie enough. One of his most 
conspicuous characteristics as an of- 
ficer was his devotion to ehildren 
and his sympathy for any helpless 
or suffering animal. Far and wide 
he was noted for his work in recov- 
ering strayed children and bringing 
home juvenile runaways. Before his 
arrest*his superiors used to say that 
he never picked up anything but 
“lost kids,’’ and in a Jarge measure 
that was true, for Travis seldom did, 
unless it was some intoxicated man 
whom the policeman thought might 
be safer in jail than out. “Whenever 
he found a boy or girl in distress, he 
promptly dropped all other business 
for the evening and gave that case 
his attention until that child’s trou- 
ble, whatever it might be, was reme- 
died. Often he turned up parents 
who were found to be negligent and 
his findings in many instances were 
acted upen by the women’s protec- 
tive division. He considered _ the 
night wasted, his acquaintances used 
to say, unless he could find some lost 
youngster to take home. 

Couldn’t Resist Temptation. 

. But it seemed that = his nobler 
traits couldn't stand up against the 
temptations that walking a lonely 
beat in the darkness afforded. He 
‘had the courage, kindness and ten- 
acity to make him a prince among 
policemen but he lacked a quality of 
self control and that was his undo- 
ing.

ROOKS operating in the 

most highly specialized field 

of crime known to the police 

are believed to have exacted 

a toll of nearly $400,000 

from bank accounts in the 

— Bighth (St. Louis) Federal 

Reserve District last year. Of this 

amount, it is probable that St. Louis 

paid the larger portion. A recent esti- 

mate by the Forgery Prevention Bureau 

of New York placed the losses of this 

district in 1922, through the forging 
and raising of checks, at $392,500. 


This estimate, it was explained in 
the statement, is computed on the basis 
that*for every $8000 of bank clearings 
$1 is lost through frauds on checks. 


The largest estimated loss of the sort 
in this district was that of Louisville, 
$167,046. Kansas City, in the Tenth 
(Kansas City) District, had estimated 
losses of $851,435. These figures are 
items in a grand total of $47,000,000 
forgery losses throughout the nation 
last year, as estimated by the bureau. 


To all but bankers, credit men and 
officials of justice departments through- 
out the country the statement of these 
huge losses may seem incredible. But 
those who have had experience with the 
extent of the depredations of these 
crooks are only surprised that the losses 
are not greater. 

These losses are not a recent de- 
velopment; they have been mounting 
at an estimated rate of increase 
of $1,000,000 a year. The three main factors re- 
sponsible for the great proportions of this branch of 
criminal activities are: the highly organized activi- 
ties of forger gangs, the great extent of check trans- 
actions in this country, and failure to observe prop- 
er precautions in the drawing and handling of ne- 
gotiable paper. 

The criminals who specialize in check frauds, in 
their perfection of organization vie with the great 
business systems in the degree of efficiency they 
have developed and in the subordination of the enti- 
ties of the best exponents of their art to that of the 
organization as a whole. 

While the term forgery now is used to apply to 
all forms of check frauds, the actual imitation of 
signatures on negotiable paper is not so generally 
practiced as is the alteration of checks. A genuine 
signature on a check is valuable and the crook pre- 
fers wherever possible to retain it on a check he has 
raised. Raising checks really calls for more skill, 

“for the many protective devices now in use are ob- 
stacles to be overcome. In the beginning of check 


raising it was not difficult to affix “hundred” to the. 


pen-written word “three,” making a check read 
“three hundred,” or a “y’” to the word “eight,” 
making it read “eighty thousand.” And it was 
no more difficult to change the figures. 

The development of protective devices really made 
necessary the organization of forger gangs, and 
co'led for a high order of mechanical, scientific and 
artistic accomplishments. The men engaged in this 
department of check frauds are known as “scratch- 
ers.” To them falls the actual work of altering a 
genuine check. Realizing on their handiwork is no 
part of their allotted duties. : 

This function falls to the “‘presenters” or “putters 
down,” one of the three other departments in which 
the bands are divided. The “captains,” and “mid- 
djemen” complete the four departments of the or- 
ganization. 

It is the duty of the “captains” to obtain the raw 
material for the “scratchers,”’ and a method much 
in use is to make a small purchase for cash at a larze 
retail establishment and to return it on some pre- 
text a day or so later, with the request that the 
purchase money be returned. This refund usually 
is made by check, which is then turned over to the 
“scratcher” to be raised. Another method of ob- 
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Drawing from his pocket a hug 
patent, noneradicable ink with a $1 
chant would receive a canceled check for $100, 


taining checks is to rifle letters stolen from mail 
boxes in the corridors of loft and apartment build- 
ings. 

The ‘“‘middleman” is liaison man between the vari- 
ous members of the gang, keeping them from getting 
acquainted with each other, and distributing the 
spoils among them. Largely upon the efficient per- 
formance of his work depends the safety of the gang 
members, because if he has kept them from persona! 
acquaintance the chances of a conviction through 
confession are reduced should any member be ar- 
rested. 

The actual passing of a forged or raised check at 
the banks is work for the “presenters,” and they 
must be men or women of presence, of resourceful- 
ness and some degree of acting skill. The itmpor- 
tance of this latter accomplishment is illustrated by 
the case of a “presenter” in an interior town who 
one summer day rushed into a bank, hatiess and 
coatless, and presented a check made out to “‘bear- 
er” for several hundred dollars, explaining that the 
drawer, his employer and a substantial merchant of 
the town, had but a few minutes before received a 
wire summoning him to the bedside of his dying 
mother in a town several hundred miles distant. 
The merchant, he explained, had hurried home to 
pack a bag and would go direct to the station, where 
the clerk would meet him with the money for his 
traveling expenses. 

The clerk begged the teller to make haste, as his 
employer would barely have time to catch the pext 
train. The teller knew that the merchant never drew 
checks to bearer, but the signature on the check was 
undoubtedly genuine, the haste and the distress of 
the clerk seemed quite as genuine, and he hesitated 
to delay to make inquiries which would probably re- 
sult in the merchant missing his train. He decided 
to pay the money to the messenger, who immediately 
set out post haste in the direction of the railroad 
station. That was the last seen of him. :

-To eut back. as they say im the moviés, we can 
picture little Naomi, with her hair in braids, going 
to the neighborhood film show that afternoon in the 
fall of 1912.

About once every so often, it appears from the 
records of history, an insignificant minority of the . 
human race goes crazy over something or other and 
manifests its insanity through antics calculated to 
strain to the utmost the physical faculties of the 
lunatic fringe of society. As-to the strain on the 
mental faculties, the sane majority of the race 
seems to be a unit in holding the theory that such 
brains as “Marathon dancers’ possess are in their - 
heels rather than their heads—-so there's no pos- 
sibility of mental deterioration. 

However, to all persons capable of thinking 
straight the craze has a serious aspect. Those who 
possess a special knowledge of the history of the 
dancing mania and of similar crazes are well aware 
that such follies tend to spread rapidly through the 
weak-minded section of society, with consequences 
menacing the social structure unless those higher 
up in mental stature find means for checking the 
progress of the manias. 

A brief review of the nonstop dancing epidemic of 
1923 should be enlightening. The disease broke out 
March 6 at Sunderland, England. ‘Couple in Exa- 
gland dance continuously for nine and one-half 
hours,”’ was the headline in the Post-Dispatch, the 
item being cabled by the Associated Press. What 
was claimed as a new world record in nonstop fox- 
trotting had been establistiied by a couple who had 
danced 9 hours and 30 minutes. 

On April 11, after the infection had spread to 
America and a girl in New York had danced for 50 
hours, the Mayor of Sunderland forbade further en- 
durance dancing in his city. “It is an idiotic idea, 
verging on lunacy,” said the Mayor, whose concise 
summing up of the situation won universal ap- 
proval from persons of normal minds. 

The glory enjoyed by the Sunderland couple, such 
as it was, had short shrift. In France and other 
continental countries the ‘‘new world’s record” was 
smashed to smithereens in a few days.

It is a story of patient enthusiasm and uniqueneh: 
able persistence. The hero of this exploit has spent 


almost 40 years in Yucatan, lured on and on by the 


hope of solving the most ‘fascinating riddle in the 
history of the Americas—the unknown annals of the 
Maya civilization which flourished many centuries 
ago, but which is known today only from the mag- 
nificent architectural remains and from tradition. 

Moreover, it is a story of Yankee enterprise, in- 
genuity and.daring. This man succeeded where 
others had failed miserably, although he does not 
set down their failures. . To. complete .the task of 
making the terrible. old pool yield up its secrets, 
when dredging had accomplished all.that was pos- 
sible the explorer put on a diving-suit and had him- 
‘self lowered through 40 feet of water and 30 feet of 
mud to the bottom, where he searched every nook 
and cranny, so that none of the relics might be 
overlooked. 

In telling about his work, Edward H. Thompson 
for the first time breaks a silence in regard to it 
which has lasted 20 years. During all that period he 
has been at work, not only in exploring the Sacred 
Cenote and vicinity, but the vast remains of Chichen 
Itza and time-battered monuments of the Mayas in 
other localities as well. With the conservatism of 
the true scientist, he wanted to have something 
worth while when he finally did report. 

Thompson’s exploration of the Sacred Cenote was 
mentioned briefly in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Mag- 
azine a few weeks ago, in an article dealing with 
the general subject of the Yucatan explorations, upon 
which a number of archeologists from the United 
States are now engaged. That scanty information 
was given to the world by other scientists, not by 
Thompson himself, who has just recently told the 
story as it will be presented here. 

“The most important discoveries in all the course 
of American archeology’’—thus runs the comment 
of Dr. J. C. Merriam, president of the Carnegie In- 
stitution, upon Thompson’s treasure-trove from the 
Sacred Cenote. The objects now are being studied 
in the Peabody Museum of Harvard University. 

What is the secret of the mighty pyramids in 
Yucatan, rivaling those of Egypt in grandeur, the 
great palaces with their elaborate exterior decora- 
tions of carved stone, still marvelous despite the 
ravages of time? Whence came the forefathers of 
the wonderful builders in Yucatan? What was 
their history, the tragic chronicle of their down- 
fall? : 

These are some of the questions which may be an- 
swered through the efforts of zealous explorers in 
Yucatan, of whom Thompson is now revealed to be 
the outstanding figure. That an American Rosetta 
stone may be found which will at last unseal the 
Maya writings to present-day scholars be one of the 
intriguing possibilities. 

“Nearly 40 years ago,’’ writes whoanihed to a 
friend in the United States, “I came to Yucatan at 
the request of Harvard University and the American 
Antiquarian Society, of whieh I was a member, to 
study vestiges of the ancient Maya race. 

“Later, I purchased Chichen Itza hacienda, on 
which the ruined city is located, and in a short time 
— taking up residence there I realized that it 

e heart of the remarkable Maya civilization. 
My appointment as United States Consul to Yucatan, 
Mexico, came at the request of Stephen Salisbury, 
president of the Ameriean Antiquarian Society, a 


request that was seconded by Senator George F.-- 


lioar. 

“It was understood that Yucatan was a scientific 
rather than a commercial post, and that I was to 
devote myself to scientific research among the ruined 
cities of Yucatan and the Maya Indians, the proba- 
ble descendants of the builders. I Served in the 
capacity of United States Consul for 25 years.” 

As a boy, Thompson's favorite reading was folk 
lore aad kindred subjects. Like other boys, sub-

prominent .archeologists.and was ridiculed as a 
dreamer, all claiming that these traditions of the 
Sacred Cenote could have no basis of truth.” 

But discoveries of human bones which Thompson. 


made in the cenote convinced him that here indeed: - 


was the “Well of the Sacrifices” of which Bishop 
Landa, Father Cogolludo and other Spanish chron- 
iclers had written. They stgted that the lives offered: 
at the cenote in propitiation of the deities were 
virgins: of.- ‘flawless .beauty. The bones and skulls 
which .Thompson found were those of young girls.’ 

Finally, Thompson. marshalled all hid facts . ind: 
presented them, along with his: derided theory, to the 
experts of Harvard and the American Antiquarian 
Society. After careful examination, study and com- 
parison with the ancient traditions, those gentle- 
men gave their full-hearted moral and financial 
support to Thompson’s plan for a thorough explora- 
tion of the Sacred Cenote. 

It may be remarked, incidentally, that even . the 
traditions disagree as to whether the girl victims 
of the sacrifice were voluntary martyrs or whether 
they were chosen by the priests. It is agreed, how- 
ever, that much honor redounded to the family which 
had supplied a daughter for the dreadful- ceremony. 
Fhompson’s narrative, after the co-operation of 
other scientists had been extended to him, con- 
tinues: : 

“T adapted machinery and devised other portions 
to erect a dredging machine capable of carrying 
on the work in the sacred well, the famous Chen-cu 
of Chichen Itza. Roughly speaking, the cenote is 
170 feet in diameter. There is a sheer descent 
from the forest surface to the still, green waters 
of the pool of about 70 feet. There is 40 feet of 
water and 30 feet of mud before rocky bottom is. 
reached, 

“By means of the dredging apparatus; I obtained 
in due time, from the water depth and mud deposit, 
ample proof that the tradition gave with a perfect. 
clearness and remarkable adherence to detail the. 
important facts connected with this great water pit.

Besides the Sacred Cenote, there is another and 
smaller one in the vicinity of Chichen Itza, known 
as “Chaloc,”’ or the “Cenote Grande.” It is about 
150 feet in diameter and 70 feet deep. According 
to William H. Holmes, archeologist, the latter proha- 
bly made possible the development of Chichen Itza toa 
the size which that city attained. Tradition tavs 
that Chichen Itza once covered an area of more 
than 10 square miles, and today a similar area 
has scattered over it thousands of sculptured and 
squared stones, hundreds of fallen columns, numer- 
ous edifices and man-made mounds. 

Yucatan of today, as the Yucatan of antiquity, 
depends for its water supply upon cenotes, or “pot- 
holes,”’ in the solid rock, which often store thou- 
sané@s of gallons of the clearest rain water. Yuca- 
tan bas practically no surface rivers, but there are 
numerous tnderground streams. The whole penin- 
sula is a vast tableland of coral rock, undermined by 
such streams flowing in a northerly course toward 
the sea. Jt is the falling of undermined masses 
which begins the formation of cenotes, then the 
orifices are enlarged by the breaking down of the 
sides until the walls reach the vertical stage and in 
some places even pass beyond it. 

There is communication between these streams, it 
is claimed, and in proof of it investigators point 
to the fact that small alligators appear in a cenoie 
one day, only to disappear suddenly and take up 
their temporary abode in a.cenote of another lo- 
cality, perhaps a half-mile or a mile.distant from 
the first cenote. 

The vexed question of dates in Maya history 
is one upon which authentic data would be most 
welcome.

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the treasures salvaged from the Sacred 
Cenote, as the glyphs on the jade 
plaques, for example, may furnish @ 
key. 

Even as to the probable date of the 
foundation of “new’’ Chichen Itza, 


which superseded a far older city of 
the same name nearby and flourished 


at the apex of the Maya civilization, 
there are widely divergent views. Amer- 
fcan archeologists are more or less in 
accord on an approximate. date of be- 
tween 380 and 580 A. D. On the other 
hand, certain foreign archeologists 
would put the date considerably later. 
Thus two Englishmen, Channing Ar- 
nold and Frederick J. Tabor Frost, who 
spent months in careful study of the 
Maya ruins, express the opinion that 
the oldest ones date no farther back 
than the eighth century A. D. Among 
other considerations, this view of the 
English explorers is .baged upon the 
lasting qualities of the rock which was 
used by the builders. In the severe 
climate of Yucatan, hot and humid, they 
hold that buildings erected earlier than 


grated by now. And the extreme view 
is exemplified by the theory of Dr. Le 
Plongeon, who dated the Maya civiliza- 
tion 11,500 years back and stated these 
Americans taught the art of building to 
the Egyptians. Estimates that the 
Maya civilization flourished 2000 to 
4000 years ago have been quite fre- 
quent. 

Is the truth, at last, to be fished out 
of the muddy depths of the Sacred Ce- 
note? 

One fact seems to Jave been estab- 
lished: that the people who designed 
and built the wonderful pyramids, pal- 
aces, temples and other structures, the 
exteriors ornamented with. stone carv- 
ings to a degree almost unequaled else- 
where in the world, cannot be called a 
“vanished’’ race. It is probable that 
they were of Apalachian stock which 
migrated southward., It is practically 
certain that the present-day Indians of 
Yucatan are their descendants. 

Just how or why the Maya civiliza- 
tion went to smash is one of the angles 
of the great mystery. It is known that, 
prior to the advent of the Spantards In 
the early years.of the sixteentn century, 
there had been long-drawn-out and 
costly intertribal wars. Some historians 
have suspected that pestilence or fam- 
ine, or both, may have swollen the 
losses in battle. -_ 

But the Spanish invaders evidently 
found a shattered race in a country 
which once had supported a teeming pop- 
ulation, such culture as they possessed 
but an inherited remnant of the civiliza- 
tion which found expression in the 
great architectural works now stand- 
ing desolate, time-worn and overgrown

The 
average check user is surprisingly care- 
less in his handling of what he uses 
in place of.money, which, indeed, per- 
forms the functions of money and 
which he should safeguard as zealously 
as he safeguards his hard cash, 


It is with these unprotected checks 


that the crook is enabled to do his will. 
There is nothing very complex about . 
eithér drawing or using a check and the > 


matter of affording it every insurance 
against going astray is even simpler, 
yet so general is the carelessness that 
attends their issuance and handling thet 
a list of rules to be observed to insure 
their protection has been issued which 
is recommended to those who use them. 

The following “Ten Commandments 
for Check Users” recently was formu- 
lated by the Forgery Prevention Bu- 
reau: 

1. Keep blank checks and canceled
